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THE MINT DIRECTOR'S PRONOUNCEMENTS: President's Message 


HOBBY UNDER SIEGE! 


Dear Numismatists: 


We are all familiar with the typists cliche't--"Now is the time 
for all good men to come to the aid of their party". It was never 
more apt than at this time. The nasty dragon is a bill that became 
law January lst of this year known as the "Young" bill and numbered 
as Assembly Bill 2967, Chapter 499 of the Business and Professions 
hs and AB: 800 now in the Legislature seeking amendments to that 
bill. 


Now, these instruments will not take from you your coin collec- 
tions, but they will definitely dampen the ardor, if not the value 
of your rare coins. 


The thrust of these actions--one already in effect--the other 
coming, is to materially restrict "free commerce" in the practice of 
buying, selling or trading coins with the resultant retardation of 
free coin transactions. ANY dealer in coins, after being finger- 
printed and issued a license and number from the State of California 
will be required to REPORT ALL coin purchases together with the FULL 
DOCUMENTED IDENTFICATION of the seller--perhaps you--which ALL would 
be recorded in a computer for the State in Sacramento. 


With the high crime rate given as the necessity for this pro- 
cedure, if you simply let your thoughts dwell on just what effect it 
might or could have on you, consider the reporting of possibly 15,000 
transactions as is the average at any good coin show; consider that 
EACH dealer would have to be registered and numbered, just to be there; 
consider how you would feel with your total dealings with any and all 
coin purveyors, even you, being recorded for all to see in a computer 
in Sacramento and lastly, consider the impact on all coin shows, coin 
clubs--and importantly--the ultimate relation this would have on 
those who might have invested in coins only to learn the market fal-

It has been my belief that during these past few years severe 
damage has been done to our hobby by having prices rise to levels that 
block many from entering into collecting and for those already collect- 
ing from building their sets, plus turning huge amounts of numismatic 
items into ingots. 


Hopefully, with declining prices, stability and numismatic in- 
terest will replace wild speculation and investment. 


I do not decry the investment aspect of our hobby--I admit openly 
to have benefited from rising values--which is a tangible asset of 
our hobby. Yet, my belief is that coin collecting is first a science-- 
the study and interest in the coin and all its facets: design, grading, 
background, historical factors, mint, et cetera. This is what I enjoy 
about our hobby. 


It is something that I condemn the speculators for not enjoying 
or considering. Now, maybe they have left coins and precious metals, 
as with real estate and philately, stamps, two other areas that are 
also in transition. 


My strongest and most intense dislike for the speculator and his 
compatriot, the survivalist, is that they destroy hope and faith and 
breed fear and insecurity. of course, this statement could lead to very 
hot debates which is behind the scope of my Editorial or NCNA Heads 


and Tales purpose.

NCNA Medal 


As was announced in the April Issue, the NCNA to commemorate both 
its 20th Anniversary, being founded in August, 1961, and the 75th 
of the 1906 San Francisco Earthquake and Fire is issuing both silver 
and bronze medals. These medals also continue the NCNA tradition of 


a medal struck every five years. 


The reverse design will have a scene representing the 1906 San Fran- 
cisco Earthquake and Fire. The obverse will be the NCNA's prospector 
gold miner logo design. Exact details are not known at this time. The 
design is the same for both the silver and bronze. 


The silver medals are sold at $20.00 each with the price including 
postage and handling. There is only a limited number available which 
are not serial numbered. The medals are sold on a ‘'first-come-first- 


served’ bases. 


The bronze medals are sold at $2.00 each with the price including 
postage and handling. The medals are also sold on a 'first-come-first- 
served' bases.
